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POINTS  OF  TRAVEL 

THE  two  routes  of  travel  leading  to  Bartlett  Springs  appear  plainly  from  the  time  tables  on  eleventh 
page,  and  in  choosing  between  routes  the  traveler  need  be  governed  only  by  considerations  of 
individual  preference.  The  trip  by  either  route  will  be  found  full  of  charm  and  interest.  The 
traveling  time  is  practically  the  same  both  ways,  although  the  division  of  travel  as  between  the 
two  modes  of  conveyance  is  somewhat  different. 
The  route  to  Bartlett  by  the  line  of  the  California  Northwestern  Railway,  carries  the  visitor  through 
Marin  County  and  a  rich  fruit  and  agricultural  section  of  vSonoma  County.  A  four  hours'  ride  lands  the 
traveler  at  Hopland,  from  which  point  a  stage  is  taken  for  Lakeport,  on  the  shores  of  Clear  Lake.  This 
body  of  water  is  set  in  a  valley  between  the  mountains,  and  on  account  of  its  size  and  many  features  of 
natural  beauty,  is  justly  famous  as  one  of  the  wonders  of  the  State.  The  trip  across  the  lake  is  made  in  the 
commodious  steamer  "City  of  Lakeport,"  which  was  entirely  rebuilt  for  the  season  of  1899.  From  the 
steamer  one  has  a  beautiful  view  of  the  lake  and  of  the  surrounding  mountains.  The  steamer  drops  the 
traveler  at  Bartlett  Landing.  Then  follows  a  stirring  stage  ride  over  one  of  the  prettiest  mountain  roads  in 
the  State,  a  ride  which  continues  until  stage  and  horses  wheel  up  at  Bartlett  Springs  and  drop  the  traveler 
at  the  hotel  door  in  ample  time  for  dinner. 

The  Southern  Pacific  route  likewise  opens  up  to  the  traveler  many  features  of  interest  and  attraction. 
The  line  of  travel  from  San  Francisco  is  through  one  of  the  prettiest  and  most  prosperous  sections  of  the 
State.  Starting  with  an  early  morning  ride  across  the  bay,  the  traveler  proceeds  by  rail  to  Williams  for 
lunch.  With  the  arrival  at  this  point,  railroad  travel  ceases.  The  final  part  of  the  journey  is  by  stage,  and 
a  ride  of  thirty -eight  miles  over  a  picturesque  road  finds  Bartlett  passengers  safe  and  sound  at  their  journey's 
end,  and  as  in  the  case  of  the  other  route,  in  ample  time  for  dinner.  From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  only  essential  difference  between  the  two  routes  of  travel  to  Bartlett  is  the  crossing  of  Clear  Lake  by 

steamer. 

A  first  trip  leaves  little  room  for  choice  as  between  one  route  or  the  other.  The  traveler  by  either 
will  find  much  to  interest  and  amuse.  A  camera  comes  in  good  play,  and  will  be  found  by  the  traveler  a 
most  delightful  method  of  i)reserving  pleasant  recollections  of  the  trip.  The  illustrations  in  this  pamphlet 
offer  some  idea  of  the  opportunities  for  picture  taking  along  the  lines  of  travel  and  about  the  famous  spring.

POINTS   OF   INTEREST 


HE  famous  Hartlett  Spring  is  within  one  hundred  j-ards  of  the  hotel,  and  many  thousands 
of  human  beings  owe  their  lives  to  the  efficacy  of  these  waters.  No  spring  on  the 
American  continent,  if  in  the  world,  is  so  sincerely  endorsed  by  learned  and  eminent 
physicians  as  Bartlett.  Almost  the  entire  medical  fraternity  of  this  coast  recommend 
their  patients  to  visit  these  springs  for  various  diseases. 

The  SODA-MAGNESIA  SPRING,  also  within  a  short  distance  of  the  hotel, 
is  quite  a  favorite  for  both  internal  and  external  use,  and  either  hot  or  cold  makes  a 
truly  refreshing  bath.  Others  deserving  of  mention  are  the  APERIENT  IRON,  GAS 
and  SWEET  SPRINGS,  and  it  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  hundreds  of  mineral 
springs,  all  showing  a  different  anah-sis,  are  scattered  over  the  vast  property  of  the 
Bartlett  Springs  Company.  A  phenomenon  at  Bartlett  is  the  GAS  TUNNEL,  running 
a  distance  of  eighty  feet  into  the  mountain.  This  tunnel  has  for  years  emitted  a  steady 
flow  of  carbonic  acid  gas. 

At  the  summit  of  the  mountain,  half  a  mile  from  the  hotel,  is  found  the  GAS  SPRING,  the  rever- 
beration from  which  may  be  heard  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  mile  away.  It  is  also  called  the  CORN  SPRING, 
from  the  fact  that  if  the  foot  on  which  is  a  corn  is  soaked  in  the  water  for  about  ten  minutes  the  corn  can 
be  picked  out  with  a  pin.  .A.nd  another  point  of  interest  near  the  hotel  is  the  Cave,  a  curious  formation  of 
nature  which  the  visitor  should  not  overlook.  The  cave  is  a  great  crack  in  the  mountain,  and  gains  in  im- 
pressiveness  as  one  enters.  It  has  been  partially  explored,  but  of  its  true  extent  no  one  has  ever  pretended 
to  tell.  Beyond  a  certain  point  it  is  not  safe  to  go.  A  rock  hurled  from  here  into  space  can  be  heard  bound- 
ing and  rebounding  for  such  a  length  of  time  as  to  indicate  that  this  mountain  aperture  penetrates  the  earth 
to  a  great  depth.  The  echo  effect  produced  by  this  experiment  is  very  fine,  and  constitutes  but  one  of  the 
many  attractive  and  strange  features  of  the  cave  tiip.

OTHING  in  the  way  of  ainuseinenl  and  recreation  for  the  special  comfort  aud  delectation 
of  the  guests  and  cottagers  has  been  omitted  by  the  Bartlett  Springs  management — croquet 
grounds,  tennis  courts,  bowling  allej-,  billiard  room,  and  dancing  pavilion.  A  ver}-  superior 
orchestra  discourses  sweet  music  during  certain  hours  of  the  day,  and  dancing  is  indulged 
in  every  week-day  evening.  A  first-class  instructor  of  dancing  and  physical  culture  is  the 
general  manager  of  amusements. 

Union  vSunday  School  every  vSuuday  afternoon,  and  a  sacred  concert  and  song  service  in  the  evening, 
enables  guests  to  pass  the  Sabbath  devoutly  and  profitably,  and  adds  to  the  pleasure  of  church  people  dur- 
ing their  summer  vacation. 

A  spot  dear  to  the  heart  is  the  immense  open  fire-place  in  the  main  Reading  Room,  off  the  office  of 
the  hotel.  It  is  very  comfortable  to  sit  here  during  the  cool  evenings  when  the  mountain  air  has  a  per- 
ceptible tinge  of  frost  in  it,  and  listen  to  pleasant  recollections  interestingly  told  by  the  guests  in  front  of 
that  great  wide  ing}eno9k  with  jts  background  of  blazing  and  crackling  pine  logs.  This  apartment  is  con- 
ducted in  a  very  recherche  manner,  and  ladies  are  as  much  at  home  in  it  as  gentlemen.  Many  are  the 
bright  and  restful  hours  spent  here  and  happy  the  memories  carried  away  of  this  cozy  nook  and  cozier  fire- 
place in  the  Reading  Room  at  Bartlett. 

The  management  has  purchased  a  large  number  of  l)urros  for  the  amusement  of  the  cliildren,  and 
guests  desiring  to  climb  the  mountains,  or  to  travel  a  distance  in  search  of  game  or  fish,  will  find  these 
sure-footed  beasts  a  great  accjuisition.

^^^—^  been  erected  with  a  swimming  tank  20x80  feet,  and  a  few  minutes  in  this  water  at  uniform  tem- 
perature of  75  degrees,  infused  as  it  is  with  life-giving  salts,  leaves  the  skin  soft  and  smooth  as  a  baby's, 
and  invigorates  and  imparts  new  life  to  all  who  avail  themselves  of  this  indulgence.  Tub  or  Steam  Baths

FOR  SPORTSMEN— This  region  is  well  and  favorably  known  to  the  angler.  Bartlett  Creek  and 
the  North  Fork  of  Cache  Creek  are  both  famous  trout  streams,  and  those  who  will  travel  a  few  miles  farther 
back  in  the  mountains  will  be  rewarded  with  full  baskets  of  speckled  beauties  weighing  from  half  a  pound 
to  three  and  four  pounds.  The  man  with  a  gun  can  find  much  to  attract  his  attention;  quail  of  both  the 
valley  and  mountain  varieties,  are  abundant.  Doves  and  grouse  are  numerous  in  the  pine  forests  on  the 
road  to  Clear  Lake,  and  deer  have  become  very  plentiful  since  the  new  game  law  went  into  effect. 

STABLE  ACCOMMODATIONS— The  livery  stable  contains  some  fine  stock,  specially  trained  fur 
the  service  they  are  expected  to  perform.  There  are  gentle  saddle  horses  for  the  ladies,  and  reliable 
animals  can  be  obtained  by  hunters  upon  all  occasions.  A  very  fine  assortment  of  buggies,  mountain 
wagons,  carriages  and  four  and  six-in-hands.  A  feature  at  the  Springs  is  the  six-horse  coach,  which  starts 
out  every  evening  during  the  season  for  a  spin  up  the  mountain  or  through  the  valley.  It  is  usually  gone 
about  two  hours,  and  the  trip  of  a  mellow  evening   is   really   enchanting.
